but at that instant Shakspeare started, for he 
felt his arm seized and compressed as in a rice 
by a sinewy hand, while words like the fol- 
lowing were hissed in his ear : 

“Christian dog hell-hound I have 1 found 
thee?” 

Shakspeare, bv a violent effort, flung the 
human viper from him: and as the setting moon 
shed a glimmering ray through the granite 
arch, he recognized the father of his Jessy! 
His first impulse was to draw his sword, but 
lie instantly placed a rein on his inclination. 
The Hebrew was so convulsed by the passions 
which raged within him that for some min- 
utes he was unable to address his tiembling 
(laugh tci or her lover; the former, taking ad- 
vantage of the silence of her father, lull on. 
her knees before him, and beseeched him to 
restrain his anger. Bat the Jew waved his 
hand, while his fury at length burst forth in 
words. 

Begone ! thou disgrace of thy tribe ! thou 
reproach to thy lather! or 1 shall slay thee !” 
The girl, shudderingly and overawed, crept 
to the little balcony, and in a few minutes dis- 
appeared. The Jew seemed suddenly to have 
formed a resolution; his eyes, in the darkness 
of the night, burned like coals of lire: he mut- 
tered incoherent words, and snatching from 
his gaberdine a long dagger, dashed forward, 
exclaiming: 

“Unbeliever ! contemner of the law of Mo- 
ses! oppressor of our race! it will be no crime 
to send thee now to that hell whither thou 
would'st but go at last !” 

The dagerer grazed IShakspeare’s breast, but 
th? next moment he had snatched it from the 
infuriated Hebrew’s hand. 

“Old man, l woo thy daughter honorably.” 
“Sob of Belial ! even thy honorable love 
would lie infamy 1 But my dagger is gone — 
can I have no revenge ?” 

With the quickness of thought he mounted 
to the balcony that projected over the starling, 
and drew the ladder by which he had ascended 
after him. Shakspeare, although he divined 
not what the Hebrew’s motive might be, wait- 
ed the result of his action with extreme anxi- 
ety. Presently he heard a fi i it cry like a 
supplication for mercy; then a shriek broke on 
the stillness of the night. The father and 
daughter appeared at the topmost window 
which overlooked the Thames; Jessy’s sleep- 
ing-room was there, and it was fully apparent 
now what the incensed and maddened Jew 
meditated doing. Shakspeare shouted to him 
to desist,' and began in frantic haste to climb 
to the balcony. 

“Curses on thee, and thy paramour!” ex- 
claimed the Hebrew, dragging forward his 
struggling child; “thou shalt not live to bring 
this disgrace on ray name.” 

It was over. The unnatural and atrocious 
deed hail-been committed. The Jew's flash- 
ing eye- marked his child sink into the rushing 
waters far beneath; a fiendish exultation lit 
up his countenance, and he smoothed his 
teard — and laughed. Shakspeare was thrilled 
with horror at what he witnessed: he plunged 
into the stream to the rescue of her, the l>es- 
tiful, the guiltless one. He dived where she 
sank, but the tide was flowing so rapidly, that 
^ t he current had carried her through the arch. 
She floated now at a distance — sank again — 
the agonized swimmer reached her at length, 
and succeeded in placing her in his teat. 

“Jessy ! my own Jessy !” cried Shakspeare, 
straining the beautiful girl to his heart, and 
printing kisses on her cold lips. Her dark 
eyes were closed, her fair arms dropped life- 
less, and her long wet tresses enveloped her 
as with a veil. What to the lover now was 
vengeance on the destroyer? — he thought only 
of the destroyed. lu desperation he conveyed 
her to the house of a medical man on the 
teak-side; but every clfort to effect resuscita- 
tion proved abortive. The light of life was 
quenched; the late warm heart would throb 
with passion no more; and the sweet flower, 
which had bloomed on the arid soil of the 
desert, was plucked, by deatlf, in the spring- 
time of its brightness and fragrance. 

The Bard of Avon knelt at the tomb of the 
once lovely Jessy. His poetic fancy heard her 
gentle voice in every passing wind; and the 
flowers that decked her turf seemed to breathe 
the perfume of her sigh. In after time, when 
grief for her whom he had loved softened into 
a hallowed worship, lie embalmed her memory 
in imperishable verse. Yes, the Jessy of Old | 
London Bridge — and let none harshly gainsay 
our assertion — is the sweet Jessica in the 
“Merchant of Venice” — and her diabolical 
father is the avaricious, unrelenting Shyloek.

— The Pacific Railroad hi 1 
has been knocked on the head by an amendment 
striking out all except the enacting clause and a 
section ordering the advertisement for proposals. 
A protracted discussion arose in the Senate on va- 
rious propositions, in the course of which Wilson, 
Hale, Douglas, Mason, Trumbull, Fessenden, 
Cameron, Pugh, Hamlin, Houston, Ward, and 
others, spoke. The action of the Senate was as 
follows: 

Mr. Doolittle's amendment to advertise esti- 
mates for the three routes hat tug been adopted ns 
a final section of the bill, Mr. Simmons moved to 
strike out all between the enacting clause and 
said final section, which was carried, thus killing 
the bill.

CONGRESSIONAL. 

Washington, Jan. 27.— Senate. — The Pacific 
Railroad bill being under coi si leration, Mr. 
Douglas said hi6 sentiments were against recom- 
mitting the bill. It was now so late in the ses- 
sion that, although ne«.rly all seemed to favor a 
road, there are no hopes of agreeing on any one 
route in that limited time. The bill was dead; let 
it be decently buried, at least for the present. 

Mr. Gwin said he had, during the w hole debate, 
watched its progress, replying where necessary, 
and striving to cairy the bill through. When 
lost, he made allusion to Mr. Seward’s recent 
supposition that the refusal to build the road per- 
haps involved ultimately a sepaiatiou of the Uni- 
ted States from those of the Pacific, w ith the city 
of Mexico for the capital of the latter, Mr. Gwin 
seemingly giving assent to the suggestion, ai.d 
indicating that the continuance of the condition 
of the treasury would hasten the possibility, 
which, after all. was a mere question of time. 

The bill was then put on its final passage, Mr. 
Broderick, of Gab, saving ironically that, ns his 
name would be called before that of his colleague, 
he was desirous of knowing whether Mr. Gwin 
approved of the bill as it novv stood, so that he 
(Mr. Broderick) might vote against it. 

Mr. Gwin replied that his colleague could not 
learn Ills sentiments until his name was culled. 

Mr. Broderick — Then I shall reverse my vote. 
(Laughter.) He afterward voted with Mr. Gwin. 

Mr. Seward, laughing, said that, as he had fol- 
lowed the lead of both California Senators, he 
could not now tell which to follow. However, ns 
second ir. command, and as he had always voted 
for every measure which appeared to offer the 
best chance for a road to the Pacific, and as this 
was the best, in fact the only one left, he would 
vote lor it too. 

The lull was read three times and finally pass- 
ed by the following vote:

Mr. Bell then moved that the name of the hill 
be altered to read: “A bill to authorize and in- 
vite proposals for the construction of a railroad 
from the valley' of the Mississippi to the Pacific 
ocean, on three separate routes,” which was > 
agreed to. 

The following arc the provisions of the bill, 
which are the same as recently proposed by Mr. 
Bell, viz: That advertisement* be inserted in two j 
papers of each State, and the District of Colum- 
bia, inviting estimates f.ir three routes, the sum 
of $3,000 to be appropriated to pay expenses 

Mr. Gwin moved that, as the Senate had sue- : 
ceeded in consummating the greatest farce ever 
accomplished by any legislative assembly, it do 
now adjourn. 

Mr. Bell called Mr. Gwin to order, but evident- 
ly without changing his opinion. The Senate 
adjourned at a late hour. 

Mr. Stuart, from the Committee on Public 
Lands, reported a bill to regulate the salaries of 
registers and receivers of land offices, making 
radio l changes in the existing law. 

House — The Consular and Diplomatic bill 
was rejected — yeas 8H, nays 9!l. 

Mr. Branch, of N. C., moved to reconsider the 
vote. 

Mr. Letcher, of Va.. wished to know the ob- 
jections which the gentlemen have to the bill. It 
they desire to strike out the appropriation for for- 
eign ministers, let this fact Le distinctly stated, 
so it might be known w hat shape the bill should 
assume; as it was, they were groping in the dark. 
Some bill similar to this will have to be passed, 
and they should, therefore, make provision for 
the foreign missing* and consulships now. 

Mr. Nichols, of Ohio, as Mr. Letcher had ap- 
pealed to his sale of the house as the opposition 
party, asked who has the power here and are re- 
sponsible for carrying out the President’s reconi - 
memlaiions? Mr. Letcher said it would puzzle a 
Philadelphia lawyer to tell who has that power. 
(Laughter.) As far as Lecompton and other 
questions are concerned, he had ascertained that 
there was not an Administration majority — he did 
not know' how the majority was made up. The 
session was drawing to a close; we must now pass 
bills necessary to keep the Government in opera- 
tion or be called together in extra session Mr. 
Nichols sail! it seemed to be the sense of the 
gentlemen on the Republican side that, if they 
were allowed to vote on certain amendments, such 
ns striking out the mission to Paris, the bill could 
be saved. 

Mr. Letcher replied that he could not give them 
such an opportunity; he had understood the speak- 
er to sav tl at the propositions in connection with 
the bill were presented in the only shape in which 
they could be voted on. If there was more con- 
sultation there would be less difficulty, and they 
could arrive at a sensible conclusion. 

Mr. Nichols said that was the very point. 

Mr. Letcher asked Mr. Jones, of Tenn., who 
had voted against the bill, how many missions 
they wanted stricken out? 

Air. Jones replied: Persia and Japan. 

Mr. Giddings said that this was an appropria- 
te n biP, and that his vote would depend on Mr 
Letcher’s answer to the question, whether the 
Committee of Ways and Means intended to re- 
port the bill appropriating thirty millions dollars 
for the purchase of Cuba. If so, he would stop 
the Administration where it is. 

Mr. Letcher replied that such a bill had 
emanated from the Committee on Foreign Affairs. 

Mr. Giddings repeated hia. previous remarks. 
He would take no step in that direction. 

The Speaker reminded the gentleman from 
Ohio of the irrelevancy of the Cuban question at 
this time. 

Mr. Hughes, of Ind., said if they had noticed 
his objection to Mr. Giddings’ question, this mat- 
ter would not have come before the House 

The Speaker said he did not hear the geutle- 
man from Indiana object. 

Mr. Hughes replied that be could not help 
that. 

The Speaker — I hope the gentleman did not in- 
tend to be rude to the Chair. 

Mr. Hughes — No, but if I had I should only 
have been pa ving off an old debt. 

The Speaker— If the genllemau from Indiana 
has ary personal quarrel with the Chair, the House 
is no place to settle it. 

Mr. Hughes — I know that, and say the same to 
tbe Speaker. 

This colloquy occasioned considerable sensation. 

Mr. Stanton, of Ohio, under-tood that the vote 
on the Republican side again?- 1 the bill was on the 
ground of the diplomatic expenses being largely 
increased over last year; four or five unnecessary 
missions have been added; there would be no vote 
by Republicans for the bill if there were in it pro- 
visions which were exceptionable to them. 

Mr. Phelps, of Mo., briefly showed U^at there 
was no ground for complaint, and in support of 
this assertion referred to the previous proceed- 
ings. 

Suggestions were made by Messrs. Hopk : ns, 
Howard, ami Ritchie, and the Speaker, with the 
view of relieving the House from difficulty and 
reopening the bill for amendment. 

Mi. Crawford, of Ga., stated his objection to 
the clause in reference to the slave trade; he 
wanted to put in a separate bill, and repeated 
some expressions of oppo ition to educating the 
Africans of the slaver Echo. 

After further debate the vote by which the bill 
was rejected was reconsidered. 

A motion to strike out the appropriation for 
the Austrian mission was disagreed to — yeas 71, 
nays 120. 

Motions to strike out the appropriation for the 
missions to Switzerland, Rome, and Buenos Ayres, 
were severally negatived. The mission to Persia 
was stricken out. The Hou*e again vote! on the 
Li 1 and again rejected it— yeas 91, nays 94. 

Mr. Washbume, of III., moved to reconsider 
the vote to lay the resolution on the table, pend- 
ing which Mr. Hughes wished to say that he re- 
gretted having riadca remark to-dav which teem- 
ed discourteous to the Chair, and took pleasure in 
making this statement. The Spcukei responded 
to Mr Hughes, expressing himself exceedingly 
gratified at the disclaimer, and said he had no 
purpose to-day or at any other time to treat Mr. 
Hughes otherwise than with the most perfect 
courtesy. 



Without further action, the House adjourned. 

Washington, Jan. 28, 1859. — Senate — Mr. 
Gwin, of Cal., rising to a privilege question, said 
that lie ought not yesterday to have expressed 
the opinion that the legislation, in relation to the 
Pacific Railroad bill, was a farce, for which he 
was then called to order by Mr. Bell, whose re- 
marks he had misapprehended, ami been betrayed 
into an asperity fur which the floor of the Senate 
was not the proper theater. He now gave notice 
of his intention to offer a motion for the recon- 
sideration of the subject, which he hoped to re- 
vise with such modification as would meet the 
views of all the friends of this measure. 

Mr. Chandler, of Mich.., presented the credentials 
of Mr. Bingham, elected as Senator from the 1 
State of Michigan, to succeed Mr. Stuart, for 
the term commencing on the 4th of March next. > 

Mr. Douglas, in presenting a petition, took oc- 
casion to remark that had he been present at the 
time, he should have voted to admit the claim- | 
ants from Indiana for a seat to the floor during 
the pendency of their claims. 

Mr. Seward, of N. Y., presented a petition 
from citizens of New' York, setting forth that 
New York and Brooklyn are destitute of defense 
against foreign invasion, and praying for an ap- 
propriation of $250,000 for the construction of 
necessary work. 

>oine few private bills were passed. 

Mr. Foot, of Yt., called up the resolution rel- 
ative to Commodore Paulding and the neutral- 
ity laws, in order to obtain the floor for to-mor- 
row. 

House.— Mr. Stephens, of Ga., introduced a 
bill for the establishment of the territorial gov- 
ernments of Arizona, Dacotuh, and Jefferson. 
Referred to the Committee of the Whole on the 
state of the Union. 

Mr. Grow, of Pa., gave notice that when the 
Arizona bill shall be ealled up, be would offer 
an amendment, (which was read,) setting forth 
that — 

Whereas, the territory acquired from Mexico, 
of which Arizona is part, was, at the lime of the 
purchase, free, by law, from African slavery, and 
no such slavery has been since established there- 
in — therefore, that nothing contained in this act 
shall be held or taken to authorize African sla 
very in said territory as acquired from Mexico 

On motion of Mr. Morse, of N. Y.» a resolu- 
tion was adopted, calling on the President to fur- 
nish copies of the instructions to our African squad- 
ron, and those given by the British government to 
their naval forces on the same coast; also, for in- 
formation of the number of slavers and suspected 
slavers captured, and other matters pertaining 
thereto, since the ratification of the treaty of 
Washington. 

The House reconsidered the vote whereby the 
consular and diplomatic bill was yesterday defeat- 
ed. The question on its passage being /again 
taken, it was passed; yeas 101, nays 98. 

Various reports of a private nature were made 
from standing committees. 

Mr Curtis, of Iowa, from the Committee on 
Military Affairs, reported a joint resolution for 
the payment of the officers and men commanded 
by Captains Watts and Small, encamped at Fort 
Washington, Ohio, but not actually received into 
service, for their services during the Mexican 
war. 

Mr. Vallandingham, of Ohio, wished to know 
whether the company from Dayton, commanded j 
by Capt. Stout, was not precisely in the same 
condition as the Xenia and Piqua companies? If 
so, he wanted that company included. 

The resolution was referred to the Committee 
of the Whole on the state of the Union. 

The House then adjourned. 

Washington, Jan. 29. — Senate. — The session 
to day was set apart for the consideration of bus- 
iness relating to the District of Columbia. Pre- 
viously, however — 

Mr. Gwin, of California, made a motion to re- 
consider the Pacific Railroad bill, and prefaced 
it with a few remarks, slating that his object was 
to make the estimates, to be advertised for, more 
specific, to prevent bids by men of straw, and to 
include, in the invitations for estimates, propo- 
sals for a branch road to Oregon.

the repayment to Gov. Douglas, of Vancouver’s 
Island, seven thousand dollars advanced by him 
to Governor Stevens, for the purchase of muni- 
tions. subsidences, and stores, during the Indian 
war in Washington Territory, was received. 

Mr. Houston asked leave to introduce a bill au- 
thorizing a loan of fifteen millions. Objections 
1 from the Republican side. 

Mr. Palmer asked leave to introduce a resolu- 
tion instructing the Committee of Ways and 
1 Means to report a bill so to revise the tariff as to 
make the revenue adequate to the expenses of 
the Government economically administered, dis- 
criminating in favor of American products, and 
substituting specific for ad valorem duties.

Melancholy Suicide. — Yesterday noon, James 
M. Arnold, lately of Superior, Wis., and formerly 
of Paris, Ky., where he was well known and where 
he lived a considerable number of years in opu- 
lence, was found dead in the front room of the 
second story of his dw elling by his family, who were 
summoned to it by two reports from a pistol and 
! the fall as of some heavy body. He was found lying 
upon his face, a bullet-hole through his head, and 
the pistol, a revolver, firmly grasped in his hand. 
Upon the mantle was his watch, and upon a table, 
placed between the front windows, some money . 
and a number of letters addressed to different in- 
dividuals, among others to Dr. J. C. Blackburn, 
of Covington, w ho married his sister,) to J. W. 
Purnell, to his wife, and others. 

The deceased had come home some fifteen or 
tw enty minutes previous and pa.-sing through the 
room where his family was, had, in a rather fligh- 
ty, hurried way told them he would go up stairs 
and write some notes , and then come down to 
dinner, and that he did not wish to be disturbed. 1 
His wife restrained the children from accompa- 
nying him. Only some fifteen minutes elapsed 
i when the report of a pistol was heard. The fam- 
ily at once hurried with all the fear and agony of 
j love to the room of the corpse of the husband and 
father. When they reached there life was en- 
tirely extinct, not a word or murmur of farewell | 
I escaping from the beloved lips of the deceased to 
give comfort to the distressed household. Ilis 
wife, nearly frantic, was found hanging over the 1 
corpse by the neighbors who gathered in, and j 
i who found it difficult to tear her from the dear 
; remains, fast becoming cold. 

Deceased had opened a coal yard in Covington. 
The cause of his taking his life is perhaps best 
explained by his letter to Dr. Blackburn, of which ; 
we give a copy, premising, however, that he had 
been suffering greatly lately from dyspep- j 
sia, which had had the effect to make his spirits i 
very unequal, as will.be easily understood when !
